He^rd any god borborygmi lately? You may if you’re one 
of the many Americans going to the Olympics In Mexico City next 
month. 

Borborygmi, or gastric growls, are just, your stomach’s way of 
letting you know it’s hard at work. And don’t he surprised if you 
hear a little more than usual from your lungs and heart, too. For 
most people, it’s nothing to worry about—just the higher altitude 
speeding up some parts of you and slowing down others. 

Physicians at Aetna Life & Casualty, largest writer of health 
insurance in the U. S., caution, however, that some health problems 
may occur because there’s less oxygen in the air at Mexico City’s 
mile and a half elevation. 

Up there, you may feel yourself breathing a little faster and 
deeper as your lungs try to make up for the oxygen shortage. You 
might notice your heart pounding slightly as it pumps a little harder 
to keep blood with sufficient oxygen in it making the usual rounds. 
And your stomach, which goes a little slower up there, will give 
you an occasional rumble if you rush it. 

You may react to the altitude by getting tired more easily, or, 
paradoxically, by becoming more active and unable to sleep as well. 
You might get a little giddy, excited or even argumentative. 

The effects may be more bothersome to people with chest, heart 
or anemia problems because they’re best off with more, not less, 
oxygen. Aetna physicians advise a check with the family doctor 
before leaving in such cases. 

There’s no way for Olympic travelers to duck the higher alti¬ 
tude, but there are some ways you can keep it from getting you 
down. 

Unless you’ve been in training all summer, leave the exertions 
to the athletes. Strenous climbing or running—to catch the tour 
bus, for example—is best avoided. 

If your, new environment and the excitement of it all make you 
feel tired, do as the natives do and take a little siesta. 

The altitude slows your digestive processes down, so you’ll be 
doing yourself a favor if you do likewise while eating. It’s helpful 
to eat lightly at first, but regularly. 

With its 7,434 foot elevation, Mexico City has a mountain cli¬ 
mate. This means hot sun, cool shade, dryness and glare. These 
may produce headaches, dry skin and chapped lips, so be prepared 
with a supply of your favorite remedies. 

Should you get sick or hurt, Mexico City has excellent medical 
facilities. If a serious health problem develops, though, you may 
want to seek advice from the U. S. Embassy in Mexico City or the 
nearest American consulate elsewhere.
